Caprivi Battling With a 
Hostile Majority. 


The Chaneellor’s Resolute Rejection 
of.Compromise Proposals. 


The Report of the Committees Will 
Be Submitted After Easter. 


It is Estimated the Reichstag Will Be 


Dissolved at the End of April— 
The Outlook Perplexing— 
Foreign Notes.

March 18.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| Before the final 
vote is taken on the Army Bill in the 
Committee of the Left the government 
is brought face to face with a definite 
hostile majority: Von Caprivi had con- 
ferences with Huehne, Rickert, Ben- 
nigssed and Lieber, chiefs of the parties 
represented on the committee. The ne+ 
gotiations left the government and the 
committee more hostile than ever 
toward each other. Only the Conserva- 
tive and Free Conservative members of 
the committee supported the bill. The 
Chancellor gave a resolute rejection to 
Bennigssed’s compromise proposals, 
though they largely conceded the gov- 
ernment’s demands, as he did tothe 
proposals of Lieber, which conceded 


nothing. The report of the committee 


will be subufitted tothe Reichstag after 
Easter. Every indication now points 
to the Reichstag supporting the com- 
mittee. 

The determined attitude of the Chan- 
cellor proves that Emperor William has 
resolved to take an extra step. It is 
now expected that the Reichstag will 
be dissolyed at the end of April. The 
closing speeches in the committee had 
a pronounced election cnaracter. The 
National Liberals would be in opposition 
at the general election, and Ben- 
nigssed, who is now provisional Presi- 
dent of Hanover, would have to resign 
his post. Bunt the question is, is dis- 
solution inevitable? The Emperor must 
first obtain assent of the Bundesrath, or 
federal council of Bavarian and Saxon 
members, which is known to be abso- 


lutely hostile to an Appeal to the 


country, preferring the withdrawal of. 


the Army Bill. If the Bundesrath re- 
fuses the Emperor’s demand for 
dissolution of the Reichstag Von 
Caprivi’ mnst~ resign. If the dis- 
solution occurs,..the outlook for 
all parties is perplexing. Von 
Kleist-Retgow at yesterday’s meet- 
ing of the committee promised the 
government the united support of the 
Conservatives, but Mirbach, Manteuffel 
and other promif&nt Conservatives are 
already threatening to desert the gov- 
ernment unless the chancellor’s com- 
mercial treaty policy is abandoned. 
Amid the complications of an electoral 
contest some of the Nationals would 
oppose while others would support the 
government. Some of the Conserva- 
tives, in the event of an appeal to the 
country, will ask for the support of 
electors mainly on an anti-Jewish plat- 
form. Others will stand as purely gov- 
ernment candidates, . The Freissinnige, 
Center and Socialist parties, with 
clearly defined platforms, would prob- 
ably reappear im Reichstag so rein- 
forced as to compel the Emperor. to 
yield or raise the momentous contest 
between the monarch and Parliament. 


THE DEAD STATESMAN. 
It is Expected That the Government Will 
Propose a State Funeral. 

Panis, March 18.—|By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The room in which 
Jules Ferry died has been transformed 
into a mortuary and hung with draper- 
ies worked with silver. The public in 
the meantime is not allowed to view the 
remains. It is expected the govern- 
ment will propose a state funeral, in 


‘| which case the body will be removed to 


the Luxembourg. The will directs that 
the remains be buried at Foucharupt, 
near the place where M. Ferry resided 
during his retirement from public life, 

M. Ribot took the news of M. Ferry’s 
death to President Carnot. 

The Chamber of Deputies voted today 
the sum of f.20,000 for the expense of 
Ferry’s funeral. The chamber also de- 
cided to adjourn over Wednesday, the 
day of the funeral. 

In the Senate, Charles Merlin, vice- 
president, delivered a long and elo- 
guent eulogy on the dead statesman, 
to which the Senators listened with 
deep emotion. The Senate adopted the 
appropriation for the funeral and then 
adjourned out of respect to the memory 
of their late president. 

The funeral will be celebrated with 
great solemnity. The entire garrison 
of Paris will attend as a military es- 
cort, and Premier Ribot will deliver the 


funeral oration as the representative of 


the government. 

M. Constans, former Minister of the 
Interior, is spoken of for the office of 

resident of the Senate as successor to 
M. Ferry. 

Republican newspapers appeared to- 
day bordered in black. Newspapers of 
all shades of opinion concede him a 
place inthe first rank for work done in 
behalf of the republic,

Attempt to Blow Up the Headquarters of 
a Military Organization in Rome. — 

Rome, March 18.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Yesterday’s attempt 
to blow up the Ancini Mattei Palace, 
occupied by gt States Minister 
Porter, was folfowed today by a like 
attempt at the Palazzo Altieri, the head- 
quarters of the Guards Nobili, a mili- 
tary organization which is the Pope’s 
bodyguard at all great religious func- 
tions. The dynamite bomb was encased 
in plaster of paris witha burning fuse, 
and was discovered by a passing boy 
who stamped out the fuse with his feet, 
and notified the police.

Montana’s Silver Statue Successfully 
Cast Yesterday. 


‘Sixteen Hundred Pounds of Silver Used in 


the Operation—How the Mold- 
ing Was Done—Cost of av 
the Statue. 
84 Telegrapn to The Times. 

Cuicaco, March 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| In the presence of a 
distinguished company Montana’s silver 
statue of Justice was successfully cast 
today. Sixteen hundred pounds of ster- 
ling silver were used in the operation. 
For the past six weeks half a dozen of 
the most expert founders have been en- 
gaged in preparing for the event. A 
mould which would reproduce the plas- 
ter model made by Sculptor Park was 
made from French clay and hardened 
by baking. It was then placed ina pit 
and prepared for today’s event. Among 
those present were President Palmer 
of the National Commission, President 
Higinbotham of the Chicago.directory, 
Chief Skiff of the mining department and 
Judge Bickford of Montana, executive 
commissioner. One hour after the 
molten metal was poured into the 
mold the latter was removed, and the 
statue, which is indeed a thing of 
beauty, revealed. In the white, shin- 
ing metal, the majestic proportions of 
Parks’ model is seen to the greatest 
possible advantage. The total cost of 
the statue is stated to be $70,000. 
Not only is the statue the exact repro- 
duction of the-fgure of Miss Rehan, but 
the features are her’s also. The height 
of the statue is five feet ten inches, and 
it will stand upon a silver globe two 
feet in diameter. The statue will 
remain in the vault of the Safe Deposit 
Company until the time comes for 
placing it in Jackson Park.

The Lake’ Shore 
Railroad filed a complaint this 
afternoon in the United States 
Court against Several of its em- 
ployés, charging them with violation 
of the order issued by Judge Ricks at 
Cleveland a-week ago... Three engi- 
neers were subsequently arrested while 
taking part in a secret meeting of the 
strikers, and committed for trial on 
Monday afternoon. Warrants are out 
for two more engineers and three fire- 
men. This evening Judge Ricks granted 
an injunction restraining all employés of 
the Wheeling and Lake Erie Railroad 
from refusing to handle Ann Arbor 
freight, and from obeying orders that 
may be issued by the brotherhood. 
DEMANDS REFUSED. 

San Antonio (Tex.,) March. 18.— 
Charles P. Peck, assistant general 
manager of the San Antonio and Aran- 
sas Pass road, refused to accede to the 
demands of the brakemen’s Grievance 
Committee er accept the new set of 
articles which the committee submit- 
ted for consideration.

The Reform Club Preparing a Bill for 
Revenue Only. 

New York, March 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} E. Ellery Anderson, 
chairman of the Committee on Tariff, 
of the Reform Club, said this morning 
that he is hard at work preparinga 
tariff bill, which the club will submit to 
Secretary Carlisle for the approval of 
the administration and submission to 
Congress when it assembles.

UNCLE SAM’S GOLD. 


The Treasury Department Unable to Ac- 
cept All the Offers of Bullion, 
Wasuincton, March 18.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.} The Treasury Depart- 
mentis receiving offers of gold for 
‘small notes in such numbers that it 
cannot accept themall. Today it ac- 
cepted an additional offer of $1,000,- 
000 from Chicago, Itis thought by next 
week that the free gold in the treasury 
will aggregate” between $6,000,000 
and $7,000,000. A gainof $900,000 
in gold was made at New York yester- 
day. No gold was taken out for export. 
Commissioner Mason has prepared a 
statement showigg the aggregate col- 
lections from internal revenue for the 
first eight months of the current fiscal 
year to be $107,820,542, an increase 
over the corresponding period of the 
previous fiscal year of $7,154.194. 
The aggregate receipts for February 
were $361,382 less than a year ago.

This regional brigandage differs so 
greatly according to districts that it 
may be said there is hardly a connect- 
ing link among them. 

North Italy has been free from any 
sort of brigandage for the past twenty 
years. The clearing of all forest land, 
the network of railways and highways, 
the density of rural population together 
with the increase in elementarv instruc- 


tion, have worked these good results’ 


upon the country and ruined all good 
prospects for a would-be brigand. 
Hence criminal instincts were forced to 
take a more refined and less romantic 
form; they emigrated into towns where 
cogues of many varieties thrive as long 


asno one detects them. The days of 


Maino della Spinelta, of Mottino and 
3erra (this latter was hanged some 
thirty years ago in Turin) are past and 
yone forever. Petty larcenies of vari- 
ous kinds abound, and most unhappily

In-- 
deed, it was a sort of plebian rurai 

vendee. The Italian army was obliged 
to keep the field against well-armed 
bands, sometimes numbering many 
hundreds of horsemen. Chiarone 
Crocio Donatello, Ninco Nanco and 
such capi-banda (leaders) were not 
destitute of strategy and skill. Some 
other chiefs, like the two brothers 
Giona and Cipriano la Gala, were noted 
chiefly for extraordinary.cruelty. As 
yet no history of the political brigand- 

age of that period has been writ- 

ten. It would be a valuable and in- 

teresting work, revealing many curious 

incidents. In Malta and in Rome were 

the head centers of the standing com- 

mittees, who were active in directing 
the bloody work of the banda, .and in 

furnishing their leaders with valuable 

information, excellent rifles, accoutre- 

ments and ammunition. The army had 

hard work to do, and often they had to 

be pitiless, Court-martials and crimi- 

nal courts were quick ‘in judging, and 

prompt in shooting or hanging. Those 

foreigners who clamor for the restitu- 

tion of the temporal power of the Pupe 

must surely ignore that it was above all 

the vicar of Christ who countenanced 

many of the common assassins like 

Cipriano la Gala, and gavethem shelter 
within the frontiers of his State. The 

Italians’ relentless desire to take pos- 

session of Rome was the result of sheer 
necessity; only thus could they insure 

tranquility to the unhappy people of 
the south. Few people know that life 

and property in those parts were as in- 

secure between 1861 and 1870 as in 

medizval times. This terrible state of 
affairs ceased suddenly with the occupa- 
tion of Rome, and the few remnants of 
the old banda were easily captured and 

sent to penal servitude for life. -Nowa- 

days there is no vestige of brigandage 

in the former continental section of the 

southern kingdom. Anything that oc- 

curs in that way is simply sporadic and 

limited to the remotest parts of Cala- 

bria. 

But it is not so on the other side of 
the straits. Sicily is still the theater of 
a thriving bandit trade, and the com- 
bined efforts of government dnd public” 
opinion have not been to this day 
crowned with success. ee 

Now, Sicilian brigandage (or better 
still malandrinaggio) has not even the 
paltry excuse of political pretext. 
Never since 1860 have the, Bourbons 
had partisans among the Sicilians, nor 
is the local clergy at all intransignet. 
The banda muster a very limited num- 
ber of men actually composing~ them. 
They recruit, soto speak, occasionally 
»among the rural populations and are 
headed by vulgar assassins and robbers 
escaped from prisons, and they are 
noted for their crass ignorance, Sicily 
never enjoyed good government. She 
passed supinely from the tyrannical 
rule of the Bourbons tothe stern com- 
mand of men sent to the island from 
North Italy as toa place of exile. No 
link of sympathy united the jovial Lom- 
bard, the bold and slow, .Piedmontese, 
the wily and quick Tuscan officials with 
the reserved and resentful Sicilian. ' 
How could the rulers understand the 
ruled? Even the wide difference in the 
patriot proved an obstacle to good ad- 
ministration.

Thus the rural districts are left en- 
tirely in the hands of inefficient State 
Officials and of local elements which 
rule at will the weaker section of their 
brethren. Theamountof petty tyranny 
exercised by the powerful on the weak 
is absobutely incrédible and breeds as a 
natural consequence a thirst for re- 
venge. In this abnormal state of 
things, any bold character may assume 
the role of arbiter of power and at the 
same time that of redresser of wrongs. 
This explains the unbounded popularity 
of such brigands as Antonio Leone, who 
fourd accomplices in every village of 
the province of Palermo, whom no one 
durst betray, who could walk»+in the 


capital and take his ice at the swellest 


café of the city and enjoy the perform- 
ance at the operahouse even when 
King Humbert (then crown prince) was 
present. This Antonio Leone, who suc- 
cumbed in fair fight with the carabin- 
erei, was the bloody flower of a bad 


tree grown naturally on the Sicilian | 


soil. 

In order that a handful of men should 
be able to exert such power over their 
countrymen they must have much per- 
sonal energy, but even that is not 
enough. ‘They must be at once the mas- 
ters and the slaves of the populace. 
Such is always the case with the Sicilian 
brigand. His courage, cunning and 
want of scruple single him out from 
among his fellow villagers, who respect 
him accordingly. For these qualities 
they become his slaves. But he also 
wants shelter, help, information and 
ammunition; there he is their slave. 
Around him a net of interest is woven 
by the deft hand of the Mafia. 

No one can understand the true 
nature of Sicilian brigandism if the 
Mafia is ignored. 

The Mafia is an institution peculiar 
to the island of Sicily, and which the 
Sicilian residents in New Orleans tried 
to plant on American soil. As is well 
known, the attempt resulted in the 
lynching of many persons. The Mafinsi 
are the adepts of the society, which is 
secret. Their aim consists in over- 
awing all legal or moral power in order 
to annihilate them. Whoever resists or 
attempts to resist the will of the Mafia 
falls a victimtoit. All means, how- 
ever foul, are considered fair, provided 
thev*insure final victory. The Mafia 
recruits its votaries among all 
classes; even gentlemen of ex- 
quisite manners and _ noble_ blood 
are known to belong to the association. 
Many a bloody deed committed in 
Sicily is worked up by the Mafia, for 


brigandism is but one of its many tools. |. 


It is the Mafia that provides the rural 
brigand with the valuable information 
about the designed victim; it is the 
Mafia that instructs the highwayman 
concerning the sum of money to be de- 
manded for the release of the captured 
traveler; the Mafia that provides the 
means for convenient payment. The 
whole system is so peculiarly local that 
any foreigner, or, indeed, any mainland 
Italian, may walk undisturbed through 
the length and breadth of Sicily without 
meeting the least accident; because, 
being fgreigners, the Mafia ignores 
them, as it has not the needful informa- 


tion regarding their financial means; {| 
| and, accordingly, cannot fix on the need-. 
ful sum for ransom. 


But such is not the case with a man 
belonging to the native gentry. The 
Majfinsi know toa franc what sum his 
family can raise in less than a week 
for his release; they know the exact 
measure of affection they bear to this 
sequestered member. This explains 
the fact that no Sicilian brigand ever 
caught a foreigner (Mr. Rose, although 
an English subject, is constantly re-

An anecdote will illustrate the link be-'}% 


tween Mafiaand brigandage. 

Some few years ago Duke Notarbar- 
tolo di S. Giovanni, director of the Bank 
of Sicily, was captured a few miles 
from Palermo and brought-to a grotto 
in the mountains hard by. As custom- 
ary in such cases,a heavy sum was 
fixed for his ransom and death threat- 
ened if not paid within a certain time. 
After his release the Duchess Notar- 
bartolo related at a friend’s house 
how her husband - had been treated 
during his durance vile not only with 
the highest marks of respect, but that 
the polite banditti chieftain begged 
him. to order for his meals what- 
ever he desired. It sounded strange, 
indeed, to hear that the duke was able, 
in the mountain cave, to eat his custom- 
ary ice after dinner, asin his own homa. 
The chieftain was talkative and com- 
plained of hard times and of depres- 
sion inthe trade. He gave that asa 
reason for the’ exorbitanty sum de- 
manded, adding, with a smile, that very 
little of that money come to him and 
his companions; their town friends sold 
the commodities of life at exorbitant 
prices to the poor brigands. 

From what has been said above con- 
cerning brigandage in Italy, the reader 
may draw the following conciusion: 
That if brigandage is strong, it is so be- 
cause itis aided and abetted by a sec- 
tion of the people. \ 

In Maremma and Sardinia banditism 
does not at all endanger social life; it 
does so on the contrary in Sicily, where 
the state must act boldly against the 
all-powerful Mafia. This is really a 
difficult task, for the Mafia has its hana 
in everything, comprising the elections, 
political aswellas administrative. Of 
late there has been an increase in bri- 
gandage, and just outside the city of 
Rome peaceful citizens have been 


‘stopped and stripped of their money. 


and clothes. This is the result of the 
recent financial crisis which has over- 
whelmed the city. A vast number, of 
the rural population were attracted to 


the towns by the lure of work; then the 


failure of the building contractors 
ruined their prospects. They went 


home and found no work of any kind; 


as a matter of course they resorted to 
highway robbery. This petty malan- 
drinaggio is only one that can be cured 
with patrols of carabineri. Its reason 
for existence is transitory, and will 
cease as soon as Italy will set to work 
hard and im earnest in arranging her fi- 
which alone 
can be done by reducing her military 
footing to its true proportion. 

Brigandage in Sicily is socially and 
morally a’greatevil. To cure it con- 
stant work isrequired. Does the gov- 
ernment thus work? We regret to say 
The Mafia’s 
influence extends over Senators, iaem- 
bers of Parliament and the press. The 
real brigands should not be sought in 
the mountain fastnesses, but in towns, 
gambling gaily at the clubs and court. 
ing government favor.

In the present letter I shall erdeavor to 
give a comprehensive description of 
the displays of horticultural products at 
the fair not included under the head of 
citrus fruits, which were described in 
detail in my last.

TIMEs, the facts of the fair. 

One of the first things which strikes 
the intelligent and observing visitor, 
who has been present at previous fairs 
is the great increase 
noticeable in the quantity and variety 
of the olive exhibits. This branch of 
the Southern California horticultural 
industry is just emerging from its 
swaddling clothes, and will, from now 
on, grow with a rapidity that will soon 
place it among the three or four lead- 
ing branches of Southern California 
horticulture. Every year, from now on 
until 1900, thousands of acres of olive 
orchard will come bearing, 
and our production of olive oil and 
pickled olives will soon rank with that 
of prunes, raisins, and perhaps even 
Producers are at present 
somewhat discouraged by the competi- 
tion of imported oils, manufactured 
chiefly of cottonseed, and by the lack 
of education of the average American 
palate in the use of oil. These, how- 
ever, are temporary ditticulties, which 


| will pass away, and, beyond this, the. 


demand for properly cured olives is* 
growing rapidlv, and promises to ab- 
sorb the greater part of the product of 
our orchards for several vears to come. 

There are half a dozen exhibits of 
Olives and oil at the fair. Howland 
Bros. of Pomona have an interesting 
displav, including twelve varieties of 
oils, varying in shade from pale amber 
to a decided yellow, made from the fol- 
lowing olives: Uvaria, Oblonga, Mis- 
sion,.

On 
the other hand, it is claimed by a ma- 
jority that many of the newer varieties 
are not onlv earlier bearers, and the 
fruit of better flavor, but that they are 
free from the habit, which is said to at- 
tach to the Mission, of bearing only on 
alternate years. 

Mr. Howland reports that some of 
varieties planted out in April, 1888, 
commenced to bear the second year, 
and have borne regular and steady 
crops ever since. The Manzanillo and 
Nevadillo Blanco were exceptions, hav- 
ing only commenced to bear last year. 
In regard to size of pit, the Pendulina 
was the smallest. The Rubra and Pen- 
dulina trees averaged a gallon of oil to 
the tree this year, of fine quality. The 
following is the per cent. of oil of two 


years’ tests which each variety yielded: 


Penduiina, 21; Rubra, 1834; Oblonga, 
18; Mission, 18; Uvaria, 171; Neva- 
dillo Blanco, 161!¢; Precox, 14; Piccho- 
lini, 10; Manzanillo, 

Howland Bros. have received the sec- 
ond premium for olive oil, the first go- 
ing to Frank A. Kimball of National 
City. The judges did not open any of 
Howland Bros,’ ten varieties of oil from 
imported trees, only testing from an 
open bottle of Mission oil, kept on the 
table for public use. It was the other 
oils that were entered for premiums, 
hence the Howlands feel somewhat ag- 
grieved. 

The same exhibitors have an excel- 
lent display of pickled olives, in various 
stages of ripeness, for which they re- 
ceived the first premium. They have 
four varieties, the Polymarphia, Colum- 
ella, (Mission and Manzanillo. They 
also make a display of the round mats, 
known ‘in Europe as_ ‘‘brouscles,’’ 
through ‘which the oil is expressed. 
Howland Bros. have a building ready 
for an olive mill, the machinery for 
which will shortly arrive. This they 
claim will be the most complete olive 
mill on the Coast. | 

Ontario has a display of olive oil, put 
up by Conant & Co. of that place. They 
have a small mill, which was erected at 
Pomona bya Scotchman named Muir, 
who died a year or two ago. He came 
to Pomona without any knowledge of 
the olive business, yet made oil that 
took a premium at the Citrus Fair in Los 
Angeles, and olives which have scarcely 
yet been surpassed. for Melicacy of 
flavor. They were on sale at Jevne's, 
in Los Angeles, one season, and went 
These olives were cured 
to an almost white color. 

In the San: Diego exhibit is a some- 
what extensive display of olive oil by 
Frank A. Kimball of National City, 
who, with Ellwood Cooper, made most 
of the oil turned out in California until 
a few years ago. As stated; this oil re- 
ceived the first premium, which it has 
also been awarded on previous occa- 
sions. Itis all made from the Mission 
olives. The oil-is mach heavier than 
the Mission oil of Howland, and darker

the babies cry for them. Much trouble 
has been experienced with the lye used 
in extracting the _bitterness of the

man, who has several hundred thousand 
young olive trees. 

Turning from olives to dried fruit, 
perhaps the most noticeable displav in 
that line is the large pyramid of raisins, 
in glass-topped boxes, frgm Escondido, 
in San Diego county. There are 104 
boxes altogether. The raisins are very 
fine. Cajon Valley has hitherto been 
considered the only San Diego raisin 
section of importance. This display is 
highly creditable, especiaMly as coming 
from’ a young place like Escondido. 
Some of the raisins are picked from 
the stems, and packed in the boxes 


‘singly,,in regular rows. This, in my 
opinion, is a mistake. The idea 
of the amount of handling 


which each raisin must have undergone 
isnot appetizing to the consumer of 
sensitive stomach. In the Highlands 
‘exhibit R. R. Sutherland shows raisins 
of fine quality. The evaporated fruit 
of many varieties in the San Bernadino 
World’s Fair exhibit is particularly at- 
tractive, and of exceptionally fine qual- 
ity. San Diego also shows some nice 
dried fruit, and there are several other 
small exhibits of dried fruit in the hall. 
_ The extensive display of citrus fruits 
from San Bernardino county, in over 
one hundred glass jars, has previously 
been referred to as a noteworthy dis- 
play. The exhibit is very attractive, 
and probably receives as much atten- 
tion as anything else inthe hall. It 


cannot fail to make a big impression at 


Chicago. This fruit, as-well asthe de- 
ciduous fruit in jars, is preserved by a 
new process, which is claimed to have 
many advantages, including the impor- 
tant one that it does not detract from 
the value of the fruit for eating’ pur- 
poses, and can, therefore, be used in 
putting up fruit for family use. By 
the same process, it is claimed that 
meat, eggs, milk, etc., can be kept an 
indefinite time. A few bunches of or- 
ange blossoms are shown, preserved in 
the fluid, a new idea. 

Among other displays in this World’s 
Fair exhibit may be mentioned sugar 
from Chino, eucalyptus oil’ from River- 
side, grains and meal, a good displav of 
deciduous fruits in glass jars, including 
peeled pears, orange ‘marmalade and 
jelly. One table is devoted to a most 
attractive display of honey and bees- 
wax. There is honey in the comb and 
in jars, and beeswax in the shape of 
large bricks, also modeled into the re- 
semblance of oranges and lemons. Sev- 
eral twigs of oak leaves, coated with 
wax, are unique and pretty. 

Charles Iselin, of Banning, exhibits in 
the World’s Fair display a jar of large 
entils, with the inscription: ‘These 
were the motor power that builded the 
pyramids.”’ 

San Diego county showsa few ine 
guavas, both of the strawberry and yel- 
low variety, the latter as large as small 
oranges. It is from the yellow variety 
that the jelly so highly prizedin Europe 
ismanufactured. ‘The raising of guavas 
is quite a specialty near San Diego) 


chard trees, bearing early, liberally and 
foralong season. The fruit has a de- 
licious taste and is very wholesome. 
Hitherto there has been some difficulty 
in finding a market for the product, but 
that has been the case with most fruits, 
in the beginning. Guava marmalade is 
also shown with jelly by Miss M. L.

MRS. FERNER’S CASE. 


Let Off With the Light Fine of Fifteen 
Dollars, 

In Justice Austin’s court yesterday 
afternoon Mrs. R. Ferner appeared for 
sentence upon conyiction on the charge 
of not fully complying with the law in 
regard to the advertising of the sale of 
pawned goods.

‘Wave is Due on the Meridian of 
Los Angeles—‘‘Let There 
Be Light.”

St. Josera (Mo.,) March 18.—[Copy- 
right, 1893, by W. T. Foster.] My last 
bulletin gave forecasts of the .storm 
wave to cross the continent from March 
17 to 22. The next will reach the Pa- 
cific Coast about the 28d, cross the 
Western mountains by the close of the 
24th, the great central valleys from the 
25th to the 27th, and the Eastern 
States about the 28th. This storm will 
be of more than average force. 

The cool wave will cross the Western 
mountains about the 26th, the great 
central valleys about the 28th and the 
Eastern States about the 30th. 


The first part of April’ will be cool, | 


the Eastern States will have very rough 
weather the first few days of the month 
and the whole country will experience 
very stormy weather after the 10th. 
Excessive rains in places and local 
droughts in other parts. The month 
will be characterized for its extremes 
of weather.

Let There Be Light,

Moses again says: ‘‘God made the 
firmament and divided the ' waters 
which were under the firmament from 
those which were above the firma- 
ment.’’

- The fact that a 
large portion of the water was then 
suspended above the earth accords 
withthe geologic record and the evolu- 
tion of planetary worlds, and, in order 
that man might then live on the earth, 
that suspension of the waters must 


have been caused by our moon then be- | 


ing very near the earth, and not by in- 
ternal heat of the earth, as geologists 
suppose. 

Our linguists say that the word which 
is translated ‘‘in the beginning,’’ is 
from the root ‘to be moved, to be 
shaken,’’-and therefore the upper deep 
is described as being in motion, revolv- 
ing around the earth, as Jupiter’s belts 
revolve around his body. eS 

The waters on the earth were called 
seas, and those above the earth the 
deep. Mosessays: ‘‘And darkness was 
upon the face of the deep.’’ Not the 
lower deep, the seas, as we might sup- 
pose was meant, but the upper deep, 
the cloud belts and the rings then sur- 
rounding the earth and shutting out the 
light of the sun.

the upper side of a solid floor called 
heaven,.and the text says: 
‘‘The spirit of God moved upon the face 
of the waters.’’

How did this spirit or law 
move upon this upper deep? : 
Millions of years had elapsed since 
our moon-comet’s close proximity to the 
earth had raised these cloud belts from 
the earth and mingled its own waters 
and minerals, principally carbon, with 
those of the earth’s envelope, and as 
the moon receded from the earth, as it 
is still receding, the heavier materials, 
the metals and minerals, especially the 
carbon, of which comets are principally 
composed, condensed, fell to the earth 
and permitted the light of the sun to 
dimly penetrate to the earth. When 
that had been accomplished by the nai- 
ural workings of universal law the mo- 
mentous _.command, _‘‘Let there 
light,’? appears in the Mosaic,record.

The love of those boys for the 
gracious woman, so ever thoughtful of 
their needs, so considerate. for their 
welfare, so generous. with her sym- 
pathy, were full of the fragrance ot 
gratitude, and the work which she did 
for them will be her noblest monument. 
There is no death to those who labor 
for others’ good; whose lives are dedi- 
cate to works of benevolence and of 
kindness. ‘What a beautiful epitaph is 
this extract from the letter of one of 
those boys to his mother: ‘If there 
was ever a purer or sweeter woman I 
never saw her. She was an awful good 
friend. of mine, and I am sure I! feel her 
loss as if I were her own son, for she 


treated me as you would in every re-. 


spect.’’ 
And another boy writes of her fu- 
neral: ‘It was a sad time, indeed, and 


her memory will last as long as. any of 
the Whittier boys live. She was one 
of the best friends we ever had. The 
boys loved her as a mother, and it was 
a sad day for us all.”’ 


These are buta sample of the half 


hundred letters that the Saunterer was 
permitted to see, and while they speak 
volumes for the gracious and lovely 
woman who has gone to her reward, 
they teach us also that the boys in this 
institution have ‘hearts susceptible” to 
kindness, which is the surest lever to 
uplift the race.

Chinese Gambling Cases Decided 
by Judge Smith.

Judge Smith rendered his decision 
yesterday morning in the cases ap- 
pealed by Ah. Gee and a number of 
other Chinese gamblers from the Police 
Court, and ordered that the appellants 


be granted a new trial in accordance /*trustee to mortgage some of his een 


with ‘the following written opinion 
handed down therein: 

The defendants were convicted in the 
Police Court of the city of Los Angelea of 
the crime of gaming, in violation of sec: 
tion 330 of the Penal Code. The case was 
tried by the court without a jury{ although 
the defendants did not waive their right to 
trial by jury 

If were entitled to jury trial 
their failure to demand a jury does not af- 
tect that right; but the law requires the 
defendants to Waive a juryin open court, 
and this must bé entered in. the docket of 
the justice, or the right remains. 
1430 and 1435, P. C.) 

The question presented is whether or not 
the defendents were entitled to trial by 
jury for a violation Of section 330. Our 
Supreme Court has held that the right of 
trial by jury, provided in our Constitution, 
is the Same as atcommon law. (Wood vs. 
Vernon, 85 Cal., 645; People vs. Powell, 
®7 Cal., 356; Taylor vs. Reynolds, 92 Cal., 
673. 

By i an act of the Legislature, passed 
March 1, 1891, entitled “An act to amend 
an act to provide for police courts in cities 
having 30,000 or under 100,000 inhabi- 
tants,” itis provided, among other things, 


this section, in which trial by jury is not 
secured by the Constitution of the State, 


Thus, it will be seen, the question re- 
verts tothe proposition as to whether or 
not the defendants were entitled to a jury 
trial by the common law. If the offense of 
gaming was indictable at common law then 
the defendants were entitled to atrial by 


jury. 
Russell on Crimes (vol. I, p. 322,) [a 
standard English work] says: Mphe keep- 


ing ofacommon gaming house, and for 
lucre and gain, unlawfully causing and 
procuring divers idle and evil-disposed 
persons to frequent, and come to play to- 
gether ata game called rouge et nvir, and 
permitting the said idle and evil-disposed 
persons to remain playing at the same 7 
game fordivers large and excessive sums 
of money, is an indictable offense at com- 
mon law.” Again, “An indictment for 
keeping a gaming house is an indictment 
for public nuisance.’’ Again, ‘‘There are 


the offense of keeping a common gaming 
house, and by III Geo. 4c., 114, hard la- 
bor may be added to any imprisonment 
which the court may award.”’ (See page 
323/and numerous authorities cited.) 

In the case of the People vs. Jackson (3 
Denis, 101) the Courtsays: keeping 
of acommon gaming house is indictable at 
(See also Wharton’s Crim. 
Law, vol. LI, gec. 1463.) 

Our statute makes the playing or betting 
equally criminal with the keeping of the 
house wheré the game is conducted, all be- 
ing guilty of the offense .of-gaming: hence, 
we conclude that as gaming was indictable 
at common law, therefore the defendants 
in this case were entitled to a jury trial, 
and such right not having been waived, in 
accordance with section 1435 of the Penal 
Code, it was error for the Court to try the 
case without a jury. 

For this reason a new trialis awarded to 
defendants, and it is so ordered.

Samuel J. F. Thayer, well known in 
this city asthe architect who prepared 
the plans for the Tenth-street hotel, 
which, unfortunately, never got above 
the foundation, committed suicide in 
Boston, February 28, by shooting him- 
self through the temple. The Boston 
Globe of that date gives the following 
account of the tragedy: 


Samuel J. F. Thayer, a well-known archi- 
tect of this city, committed suicide at 10:30 


head in his apartments at No, 12 Worcester 
Square. 


some time, and.for the past week, his 
broken-hearted wife says, had been very 
despondent, and had several times told her 
that it would be better if he were out of the 
way. 

Itis understood that Mr. Thaver was 
owed quite a sum of money by different 
parties, anditis thought it preyed upon 
his mind because of the difficulty of collect- 
ing it. 

Mrs. Thayer was utterly prostrated by 
the shock. 

As far as gan be learned the affair hap- 
pened as follows: Both Mr. and Mrs. 
Thayer were in the bedroom of their apart- 
ments at about 10:30, when Mr. Thayer 
asked his wife to prepare him a cupof 

coffee. She went out into the kitchen for 
that purpose, andina very few moments 
returned to the’ bed-chamber, where she 
made the terrible discovery. 

_Asg.she entered the door she saw her hus- 
band with his back toward her, sitting in a 
chair and apparently leaning over toward 
the floor. His unnatural position startled 
her, and she hurried to him with the ques- 
tion, ‘Why, whatis the matter?’ Then it 
was that she saw the revolver graspedin 
his right hand and the blood flowing from 
a ragged hole in his right temple. 

At that momentthe provision man with 
whom the Thayers traded knocked on the 
door, and, in response to Mrs. Thayer’scry, 
entered. Taking in the situation at a 
glance he removed the body to a couch and 
immediately telephoned the City Hospital 
for a physician. 

A doctor responded and ordered the body 
to the City Hospital. Nothing, 
however, could be done, as death must have 
resulted from the well-aimed bullet almost 
instantly. 


Allthe surroundings indicated that 
the deed was premeditated, Mr. Thayer 
was waylaid and sandbagged in January, 


from the effects of which he had never 
recovered.

Talks With the Children. © 
We have had some talks about the 


_ trees and flowers, and have learned 


what a wonderful thing growth is, that 
it does not take place by chance, but 
that everything is prepared for it, and 
that all the time mature is busy at her 
work. And now I would like to tell you 
something about the work which the 
‘roots of plants and trees have to do, for 
though hidden in the earth they are 
never idle, and as long as the plant or 
tree lives to which they are attached 
they must do their part toward sustain- 
-ing its life and vigor. 

If you should put a little seed in the 
ground, when it sprouted it would not 
all grow upward toward the cheerful 
sunlight. A part of the seed, that 
which is meant for the future stalk of 
the plant, or the trunk of the tree, 
would grow straight upward toward the. 


, while the other patt, which 


‘to form the roots, would thrust itself 
downward into the ground, pushing 
aside so noiselessly the small particles 
of soil in its way until it was far enough 


_ down to give it the strength needed for 


support. Do you wonder why the roots 
thrust themselves down so naturally 
into the earth? Let me tell you. 

The plant must have something to eat, 
something to nourish it and give it 
strength to grow, and most of the food 
for the plant is hidden in the earth, 
and tiny mouths are found in the roots 
whose business it is to draw up this food 
from the earth and giveit to the plant. 
ff vou take a microscope and examine 
the roots you will find these numerous 
mouths in the delicate fibers of the 
root, and they are as necessary to the 
life of the plant as your mouth is to 
your life, and these many mouths suck 
up the sap from the earth, which goes 
circling through the trees and the 
plants, feeding: them so that they grow 
and are full of life and beauty. 

And it is with the plants as it is with 
us—they do not all like the same kinds 
of food, and their tastes are so differ- 
ent that one will select from the soil 
something which makes it an orange 
tree, yielding delicious fruits that we 
havé, and anothér will take something 
different and grow up into a big branch- 
ing oak,’ yielding only bitter acorns. 
Then the roots of the rose silently feel 
their way in the earth till they find that 
which they are in search of, and which 
will nourish the rose stalk till it puts 
forth its green leaves and bursts into 
the glory of bud and blossom. 

It is .all very wonderful how they 
always take up the right kind of food, 
never making any mistakes. You never 
see anything which is half rose and half 
lily as you would if they got their food 
mixed and até that which was not in- 
How they know 
just what to choose we cannot explain, 
but the wisdom is very great which 
makes these little root-mouths know 
just what kind of foodtodraw out 
from the soil. 

But there are some things that live 
without roots and which steal their 
nourishment from other growin3 
things. I have seen here in California 
woods great spreading oak trees—live 
oaks which live for hundreds of years— 
from whose branches great quantities 
of gray moss hung, like long; swaying 
curtains, and much lighter in color 
that the leaves of the trees to which it 
clung. This moss feeds upon the sap 
of the tree, and it is full of mouths, 
which are found at the point where it 
clings to the tree, and they are forever 
@usy in drawing their nourishment from 
it. This does not seem to impoverish 
the trees at all, for I have seen some 
curtained with moss which had great 
massive trunks and spreading branches, 
whose circumference was more. than a 
hundred feet, and the trees were more 
than a century old.;-.There are some in 
the Montecito, near Santa Barbara, 
which were thrifty young trees when 
the ‘old mission was built, and they 
must have heard the first echoes of the 
old mission bells, and their leaves have‘ 
dropped their, shadows upon the heads 
of the Indians who lived there when the 
mission was built, and before the homes 
of the white men were built in tha 
beautiful valley. ; 

‘How many stories , of the past these 
old trees could tell us if they only had 
speech that we could understand. But 
from them, as well as from everything 
tise that grows, we may learn lessons 
of wisdom if we will but study them. 
Do not let us be content with saying 
that a thing grows, but let us learn, as 
well as we can, its habits and its man- 


. oer of growth and its various uses. 


Ihave received the following from 
the kind friend who its the owner of 
Polly,” the wise hen of which you 
have heard before.

THE CHICAGO EXPOSITION. 


What a Great Novelist Says of the 
World’s Fair Buildings. 


His Plea That They Be Reproduced in 
Imperishable Materials—The Build- 
ings Grouped for Perma- 
nent Beauty, 


Special Correspondence of The Times. 

The first impression of the great 
grouping and extent of the exposition 
buildings—and perhaps the only one 
that is likely to last, is that of a dream 
of overwhelming magnitude, compass 
and depth, relieved again and again by 
central points of real and intrinsic 
beauty; and when the mind, still fresh 
from the first dazzling view, turns in- 
ward and recalléthe vision, the impres- 
sion that the well-remembered images 
ate but pictures out of dreamland is 
stronger than ever. 

Mankind has assuredly not often had 
the good fortune to evoke from nothing- 
ness a beautiful phantom city, fixing it 
for a few short months in such form and 
by such material as shall give the mem- 
ory of it a reality greatér than its own. 

From time to time, in the world’s his- 
tory, in the record of arts and akchitec- 
ture, some one man has conceived a 


in a hundred of those few times, some 
man or body of men, in love with art or 


| with country, or.with self, may —have. 


given shape and “pérmanence to the 
conception. The Panthéon, the great 
at Pestum, the Church 
of St. Sophia, Westminster Abbey, 
the cathedral of Cologne—strang- 
est, rashest, greatest, worst and 
best, the Basilica of St. Peter, all these 
stand as records of such individuals or 
such bodies; monuments, some perfect, 
some gigantic, some fantastic, but all 
great, and all representing the strongest 
expression of human genius, feeling and 
power. 

These buildings are scattered at 
great distances over the face of the 
earth—rare instances of man’s noble 
success or superb failure in comparing 
himself in skill and device and strength 
with universal nature. The contempla-. 
tion of each of them separately leaves. 
something behind: The study of each 
of them, with all to which that study 
leads, would be in itself an education; 
‘the longing to see them side by side in 
positive comparison has visited many 
lovers of the beautiful; this longing is, 
I think, even stronger than the desire 
to see their makers assetiibfed in one 
grand symposium of artistic worth. 
That, indeed, would be a ‘‘World’s 
Fair.’?> That, indeed, would show men 
what men have felt and thought and 
dohe upon the lines of beauty, under 
the greatest impulses which human en- 
deavor and earthly power can lend to 
accomplishment. But that, alas, would 
be a ‘‘dreamland’’ beyond the possibil- 
ities of anven transitory realization. 
BUILT OF ‘‘SUCH STUFF AS DREAMS ARE 

MADE OF.”’? 

I will venture to say, however, with- 
out much fear of contradiction, that 
what has been done hére in Chicago ap- 
proaches more nearly to the presenta- 
tion of such a vision than any former 
attempt, modern, medieval or ancient; 
and also what has been done here is to 
be credited more fully to the unaided 
efforts of man than has often been the 
case in similar attempts. 

One thing only nature has given—the 
mighty water that washes the low- 
lying shore. But all else is thework of 
man, and of man alone. He has not 
even quartied from Nature’s heart the 
rough hewn masses wherefrom to shape 
his ideal. The ‘‘dream’’ has not, the 
ruggéé solidity of stone and marble, nor 
the practical, enduring qualities of 
brick and mortar. The materials are 
fragile, perishable, coarse, as the 
thoughts to which thev have giyen 
shape are strong, enduring and refined; 
but solong asthe short life lasts the 
material is forgotten, the thought su- 
preme. 

After all, is not that perhaps the 
most, the highest, the noblest that man 
can accomplish, or need dream of treal- 
izing? Theenduring quality of mater- 
ials can never be more than compara- 
tive, a question of competition between 
wealth and’ weather, and in the long 
run of years and ages, summer’s sun 
and winter’s frost, the rain, the wind 
and the storms will out-buffet riches in 
the fight. But man’s highest thoughts, 
truest impulses and purest conceptions 
—and perhaps, too, his basest—are 
proof alike against time and eternity. 

JACKSON PARK IN WINTER. 

I may safely leave to others, whose 
province it is, to describe and cata- 
logue the sights I saw on a certain bit- 
ter winter’s morning when |] Visited 
the World’s Fair grounds at Jackson 
Park. - 

There was aterror of great -cold in 
the biting air, and such a wind-out: of 
the hard, blue northwestern sky as 
might not only blow the cobwebs from 
@ man’s brain, but carry with-them the 
rafters and old corners across which 
they .were spun. The great area was 
bleak as winter’s own incarnation, yet | 
neither bare nor desolate... in 

Up'to the verg steps of the divine 
portico which looks over the little har- 
bor, the splendid ice lay aplid asa raft 
of rock and beyond it stretched the lim- 
itless blue depths, the sun blazing down 
upon the varied contrast of snow and 
wind-blown sapp behind upon the 


level shore, the glorious colonnade of 


building of surpassing grandeur; once. 


spotless white—nature’s reality in all 
its magnitude and the artist’s dream in 
all its purity, brought-face to face. 

What matter if the one were very 
real indeed—the other the most passing 
and fragile of fancies? In thought, in 
the real reality of consciousness, the 
truths were brought together and were 
harmonious as they were meant to be 
from the. beginning. What matter if 
the portico be but a moulded. shell of 
wood and plaster, looking down upon 
the inland sea whose waves shall wash 
away the footprints of a million genera- 
tions of men? 

THE BUILDINGS GROUPED FOR PERMANENT 
| BEAUTY. 

One of the points by which I am most 
struck is certainly the wonderful taste 
and knowledge of effect shown in the 
relative position and placing of the 
greater buildings. 

They are not crowded one upon an- 
other; no one of them cuts off the 
view of its neighbor to such an extent 
as in any way to injure the general 
effect. 

In reality, the most central part of a 
very great city has been conceived and 
laid out, and built up, with all due re- 
gard and consideration for permanent 
beauty, as well as for the inevitable 
necessities of traffic by which the to- 
pography of great citits is governed. 

QUESTIONS FOR CHICAGO TO ANSWER. 
Few men, I think, can leave the fu- 
ture scene of the great exhibition with- 
out wishing that the buildings and 
streets and the approaches might, in 
great part, be made permanent; that 
the water might never ebb from the la- 
goons and canals; that the lovely p6r- 
tico might forever face the lovely lake, 
and that the noble Art building might 
be the center of it in beauty—and of a 
country of which thatcity should be 

Why should this, or some part of this, 
be beyond the bounds of possible real- 
ization? Orisit wrong to dream that 
the vast sums of money which might be 
given, and constantly are given, for 
the sake of practical ethics, for char- 
ities, for education and for govern- 
ment, might, in part, at least, be de- 
voted to the creation of a monumental 
work as nearly perfect and. imperish- 
}able as man can produce? 

Something of this kind is certainly to 
be done in the future, possibly before 
many years have elapsed. Why should 
it not be done, or at least thought of 
and decided-upon, even before these 
cardboard palaces shall have crumbled 
under wind and sun and weather, or 
shall have been torn down when they 
sball have served the transitory pur- 
poses of their present existence?. 

Among many chief elements of suc- 
cess Chicago seems to have much of 
the will and all the power to realize 
the impossible, as well as the determi- 
nation to be first in everything, at any 
cost. Why, then, should not her tens 
of millions cast in stone and marble be 
what her millions have moulded in 
wood and plaster? Why should this be 
a dream only, and not the first step to 
a fact stupendous in itself, enduring as 
anything can be, and beautiful as man 
can make it? 

CHICAGO CAN DO AS MUCH AS ATHENS. 

Standing before the building which 
has been erected to the arts, I was 
forcibly reminded of one of the great 
modern feats of architecture which I 
have often seen and dearly love. I 
-mean-the-—marble University, Library 
and Museum of Athens, in which the 
little Greek people, by one noble: and 
self-sacrificing effort, have expressed, 
urbi et orbi, their deep-seated and rev» 
erential ancestor worship. They did. 
not try to do everything themselves, 
though they paid for everything. They 
employed the highest skill that money 
could command, and ‘the most durable 
and beautiful materials that wealth 
could buy, and they have produced 
something which has as good a chance 
and as good a right to live as the Par- 
theon, the Eryctheum, or the témple 
of the Wingless Victory. It will be 
strange indeed if in the long run poor 
Athens should have conceived and ac- 
complished what million-making Chi- 
cago does noteven contemplate. Shall 
we make a new proverb, or a new ver- 
sion of the scripture and say: ‘He 


hath not shall do even that which is 
im possible?’’ 

I have heard it said that men of sur- 
passing genius have sometimes in their 
sleep dreamed their greatest works. 
The image of one of the greatest 
dreams ever dreamed by man is hover- 
ing like a vision upon the shores of 
Lake Michigan. We see it but indis- 


| tinctly, perhaps as dreams are seen, not 


rounded as a whole nor absolutely per- 
fect in detail. It is that fleeting grace 
which belongs rather to visons than to 
reality. We know that it must fade 
and vanish before long like the merest. 
hallucination of the night. But it has 
passed before us and is yet within the 
sphere of our vision; it has yet the 
momentary embodiment, which is. all! 
the thought requires in order to tix 
itself upon our memory. . 3 

It may be too much to look forward 
with even a little certainty to the 
materialization of even some small por- 
tion of what has been so temptingly re. 
flected upon earth and air and water. 

But anticipation is one thing, hope is 
quite anothér. Let us hope, then, 
even agdinst the probability; let us 
pay to the gentle deities of art’s sanc- 
tuary; letes offer incense and votive 
sacrifice in her temple;.and so go on 
hoping so long as the love of beauty has 
life that it may take shape and per- 
manence and come down from on high 
and dwell among us. ©

In the New York Athletic Club, for 
instance, there are a dozen men who can 
strike blows that would do credit to a 
professional, They are just as clever, 
too, in landing the blows where they 
will do most good, or rather most harm. 
For years the N. Y.A.C. had a corner in 
gentlemen amateurs, and is today the 
only club, probably, that could turn out 
more than a’ limited number of clever 
boxers. Another reason for the superi- 
ority of the boxers who wear the ‘‘Mer- 
cury foot’’ is the excellence of the in- 
struction afforded. ‘‘Mike’’ Donovan 
and his assistant, ‘‘Denny’’ Butler, who
